‘““We are grateful you came to live among us. Thank 
you for the care given to our families these many 
years.”’ 

These words, inscribed on a testimonial plaque 
presented to Dr. Dube during his life, perhaps still 
best express the feelings of the people of the Town of 
Ossipee toward a man who was their doctor, fellow 
citizen and friend. 

A native of Turners Falls, Mass., he graduated 
from Assumption Preparatory School, Assumption 
College in Worcester, Mass., and in 1929 from Boston 
University School of Medicine. 

Dr. Dube moved here with his family in 1931, when 
he established a medical practice. He was past 
president of the medical staff of Huggins Hospital of 
which he had been a member since 1931, was a 
member of the American Medical Association, the 
N.H. Medical Society, a life fellow in the Hypnosis 
Foundation, was a trustee of the N.H. State 
Sanitarium at Glencliff, a past president of the 
Carroll County Medical Society, had served as 
chairman of the N.H. Health and Welfare Com- 
mission, and was a member of the Advisory Board of 
the Health and Welfare Commission. He was medical 
referee for Carroll County for many years. 

At one time he had served as temporary superin- 
tendent of the Laconia State School where a building 
is named after him. He was also a trustee of the 
School. 

Dr. Dube was one of the founders of St. Joseph 
Parish in Center Ossipee, and was a member of St. 
Jean the Baptist of St. Joseph Church. 

He was a past president of the Ossipee Rotary Club, 
a member of the Elks, and past president and 
director of the Carroll County YMCA. 

A past vice president of Dube and Murphy, Inc., Dr. 
Dube was also president of Foster Oil Co., president 
of Ossipee Realty Corp., and a past director of the 
Kingswood Bank and Trust Co.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Ossipee qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
Center Ossipee, in said Town of Ossipee on the first 
Tuesday of March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon of 
said day to act on the following articles, the polls to remain 
open until six o’clock in the afternoon of said day. 


Article 1. To choose a selectman for three years, 
library trustee for three years, cemetery trustee for three 
years, town clerk, treasurer, tax collector and two 
auditors for one year and all other officers and agents 
required by law to be elected or nominated at the annual 
meeting. 

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to alter the hours 
during which the polls shall remain open. 

You are also notified to meet at the Town Hall on the 
first Tuesday of March, next, at seven thirty o’clock in the 
afternoon to act on the following articles: 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any property taken by tax title or 
otherwise. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, contract for, and accept grants of 
Federal or State aid, or both, as may become available 
and to do all things necessary to carry out the purpose of 
these grants. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to change the 
term of office of the Tax Collector from the present one 
year term to a three year term, this change to take effect 
on the date of the 1977 Town Meeting. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the ensuing year the following sums of 
money for the following purposes:

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 


the sum of $10,000.00 for the purchase of a one ton dump 
truck (equipped with snowplow) and to authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw that amount from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. (approved by Budget 
Committee) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $8,241.75 for the purpose of making the second 
payment for the Town Tax Map, and to authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw that amount from the Revenue 


Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. (approved by Budget 
Committee) 

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $8,000.00 for Winter Highways and to authorize 
the Selectmen to withdraw that amount from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. This sum to be deducated 
from the Line Item Budget (Article 7 - Town Maintenance, 
Summer & Winter) if voted in the affirmative. (approved 
by Budget Committee) 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow and 
expend a sum not to exceed $40,000.00 (Town Share) for the 
purpose of reconstruction of the Mill Pond Bridge (No. 
145 / 236) and the Dan Hole River (overflow) Bridge (No. 
141 / 235). Both bridges located on Moultonville Road in . 
Center Ossipee. This sum to be repaid by means of Long 
Term notes. (approved by Budget Committee) 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to abandon that 
section of Class VI road No. 108, Ossipee MT. Road, 
beginning at a point on the easterly side of Lovell River 
and extending onto land known as the ‘‘Marble Place’’, a 
distance of approximately 1500 feet. (This article was 
inserted at the request of the owner of this property). 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to establish the 
office of Road Agent as an elective position; term of office 
to be three years. (inserted by petition) 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 36-A (as amended) to establish a con- 
servation commission to consist of seven (7) members to 
be appointed by the Selectmen within sixty (60) days of 
this annual meeting. (inserted by petition) 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to reserve the 
right that prior to the commencement of the preparation 
and/or operation and/or expansion of any private or 
public sanitary landfill within the Town of Ossipee, a 
majority ballot vote of those legal voters, present and 
voting, will be required. Approval by such majority ballot 


vote of the landfill activities set forth in this article, prior 
to the commencement of such landfill activities, shall be 
required. (inserted by petition) 


Article 16. WHEREAS New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated Chapter 31, section 39 in pertinent part 
provides: ‘‘Towns may make by-laws...respecting the 
collection, removal and destruction of garbage, snow and 
other waste materials;...’’ 


NOW THEREFORE to see if the Town will vote to 
prohibit the use of, including the preparation of ground for 
the use of, any land within the Town for the purpose of the 
collection of and destruction or deposit of, whether by so- 
called sanitary land fill or otherwise, garbage and/or 
other waste materials, including industrial waste and 
waste generated, created or produced outside the limits of 
the Town. Each single day any property is used in 
violation of this by-law shall be considered a separate 
offense and each offense shall be punishable by a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars. Such remedy shall not, 
however, be exclusive of any other remedy and the 
Selectmen are hereby authorized and empowered to en- 
force this by-law by all legal and/or equitable means, 
including, but not limited to, injunctive relief. This by-law 
Shall not apply to any dump or other garbage or waste 
disposal operation maintained, or to be in the future 
maintained, by the Town for the public use of the residents 
of the Town. 


Article 17. To transact such other business as may 
legally come before the Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF OSSIPEE POLICE DEPT. 1975 
To the Selectmen of Ossipee and Citizens of the Town: 


The year was a quiet one with no outburst of serious 
crime. There were no fatal traffic accidents, and the work 
load was spread out to give the dept. more opportunity to 
be involved in programs of other importance. One such 
program now functioning is a Court Diversion Committee. 
This is acommittee made up of interested citizens from all 
walks of life, who are asked to deal with juveniles and their 
problems. As its name suggests, the CDC aims at diverting 
kids from the justice system. Law enforcement personal 
and experts point out that contacts with the justice system 
not only fails most often to deter youngsters, but has 
important harmfull side effects: labelling the child 
‘‘Delinquent’’ and reinforces his withdrawal and failure 
identity. 

A problem that arises in juvenile court is that the court 
often finds itself powerless to persuade parents to become 
actively involved with their child in a responsible way, 
another problem is finding an alternative consequent that 
is constructive and yet holds the child responsible for his 
actions. 


The CDC fills these voids. It aims at: 

1. Holding the juvenile accountable, even for his first 
offense. 

2. Communicating that the community does not ap- 
prove of his behavior and requires some form of 
reparation. 

3. Providing an opportunity and a plan for change. 

4. Involving the parents in responsible and con- 
structive change. 

5. Providing an ongoing process through which police 
can be assisted by community people in their broad and 
varied task of law enforcement. 

6. Through it contact with community resources, 
providing appropriate referal to meet specific needs. 


The results expected from CDC are a noteable 
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reduction in recidivism (repeaters), another is the change 
from negative criticism to positive support of the justice 
system on the part of businessmen and homeowners who, 
without CDC, are often victimized by juvenile crime 
without the benefit of subsequent restitution. This kind of 
support can only promote better public relations for the 
police department, instrumental in forming the CDC. 


Another program in the making is the ‘‘Goodmorning”’ 
program which aids shut-ins. This is being done with the 
cooperation with Ossipee Resources and Referrals. The 
idea is for shut-ins to call a central phone each day and if 
they don’t a police officer will check to see that they are all 
right. 


I am grateful for and express my heartfelt thanks to 
my officers, to the Town officials, other dept. heads, and 
the citizens of Ossipee for their cooperation and assistance 
this past year.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE 
WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 
REPORT. TO OSSIPEE 

Upon the recommendation of town selectman and city 
councils, the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a 
forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens 
in each town and city every three years. The town or city 
warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs 
in his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire 
warden must authorize all open burning when the ground 
is not covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the 
additional permission of the state district fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first obtain the 
written permission of the forest fire warden. Camp and 
cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest 
Fire Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these 
requirements by training the warden and deputy forces in 
wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool suppression 
equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying 
pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire attack 
vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of 
wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town 
program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire 
Service for local fire prevention programs. Posters and 
Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by local 
fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. 
Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a con- 
tinuous wildfire prevention program within his town or 
city.
